In  a series  that  will  have  a vital 
bearing  on  the  outcome  of  the  west- 
ern* division  R.  M.  C.  basketball 
race,  the  Y Cougars  will  tangle  with 
the  Montana  Bobcats  next  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  following  the  latter’s 
week-end  games  with  Utah  State. 

In  the  opinion  of  Coach  Ott 
Romney,  “The  Bobcats  are  bound 
to  win  a game  or  some  games  dur- 
ing their  tour.  Whether  they  win 
them  at  the  first  part  or  at  the  last 
part  might  well  decide  the  champ- 
ionship.’’ 

The  Cougars  at  the  present  time 
are  tied  with  Utah  State  for  the  di- 
vision lead.  Both  teams  split  a 
series  with  Montana,  and  beat  the 
University  of  Utah  twice.  Montana 
is  in  second  place  as  a result  of  the 
double  split,  and  will  be  attempt- 
ing to  improve  its  standing. 

Better  Than  Last  Year 

Cokch  Romney  believes  that  the 
Cougars  are  a better  team  now  than 
they  were  at  this  time  last  year,  ex- 
cept for  the  fact  that  they  are  more 
erratic.  Fans  have  noticed  that  the 
team  is  liable  to  play  “streaky”  ball. 
However  the  Coach  is  hopeful  that 
this  difficulty  can  be  worked  out 
before  any  damage  results. 

As  Montana  has  all  of  last  year’s 
first  string  men  back,  and  with  two 
of  them  playing  substitute  roles  as 
the  result  of  the  outstanding  work 
of  newcomers,  the  team  is  expected 
to  go  far  this  year.  This  expecta- 
tion is  borne  out  by  the  even  break 
with  the  leaders,'  and  the  close 
scores  in  all  games. 

Coach  Romney  believes  that  the 
title  race  wil  be  unusually  “hot” 
this  year,  and  that  no  team  will  es- 
cape being  beaten  by  another  team. 
So  far  there  has  been  no  ^game 
where  the  scores  differed  by  more 
than  15  points.  Likewise  there  have 
been  no  scores  up  in  the  60’s  and 
70’s  as  is  common  in  this  district. 

The  game  was  originally  sched- 
uled for  the  Provo  high  gym,  but 
has  been  changed  to  the  Women’s 
gym  because  of  the  extreme  in- 
terest shown  in  the  games  by  the 
students.  Due  to  leadership  week  ac- 
tivities the  games  will  begin  at  8:45 
instead  of  the  customary 
o’clock  time.

Harris  Reviews 
Mexican  History 
In  I.  R.  C.  Meet 


President  Traces  Subjection 
Of  Country  By  Spain  and 
Various  Exploiters 

Reviewing  the  history  of  Mexico 
and  concluding  with  a survey  of 
the  reasons  for  the  present  breaclr 
between  church  and  state  in  that 
country.  President  Franklin  S.  Har- 
ris addressed  the  International  Re- 
lations club  Monday  at  4:30  in  the 
faculty  room. 

“Mexico  has  had  a very  interest- 
ing, but  somewhat  turbulent  his- 
tory,” he  said.  “It  was  settled  by 
Europeans  about  400  years  ago, 
some  100  years  - before  the  settle- 
ment of  North  America.’’ 

President  Harris  then  traced  the 
Spanish  conquest  and  how  it  anni- 
hilated the  high  Indian  civilizations 
which  Europeans  found  there.  Dur- 
ing this  conquest  Catholicism  was 
established  and  the  nation’s  pro- 
gress was  appreciably  hindered. 

Mexico  Exploited 
“Mexico  has  been  overrun  by 
Spain,  by  the  United  States,  and  by 
numerous  financial  and  political  ex- 
ploiters. During  the' period  of  the 
Civil  War  in  the  United  States  Max- 
milian,  an  Austrian,  in  colaboration 
with  France  again  conquered  Mex- 
ico, plastering  it  over  with  an  Aus-

Students  are  working  hard  on 
several  bills  to  be  presented  at  the 
mock  session  'of  legislature  to  be 
participated  in  by  U.  of  U.,  A.  C.

The  most'important 
of  these  bills  from  a B.Y.  standpoint 
is  one  which  proposes  to  enlarge 
school  districts  in  Utah  to  conform 
with  county  lines,  making  a total  of 
only  29  districts,  against  the  present 
40. 

The  bill  is  being  drawn  with  the 
aim  of  providing  Utah  with  better 
education  at  less  cost  and  as  a step 
toward  further  enlargement  in  the 
future,  according  to  Jack  Spencer, 
chairman  of  the  committee  for 
drafting  the  bill.

A pleas- 
ant attitude  of  mind  is  also  conduc- 
ive to  good  health  and  prevention  of 
colds.  Fretful,  nervous  people  are 
more  suceptible  to  the  common  cold, 
he  said. 

The  speaker  urged  prompt  atten- 
tion to  illness.  He  suggested  a stu- 
dent fund  for  emergency  operations. 

In  introducing  the  speaker,  Pres- 
ident Harris  remarked  that  “One 
of  the  most  important  problems  of 
life  is  preserving  life.  Poor  health 
is  one  of  the  greatest  handicaps,  and 
good  health  one  of  the  greatest  as- 
sets of  life.”

trian  and  Catholic  layer  of  culture,” 
President  Harris  said. 

Tracing  the  development  of  Mex- 
ico from  the  period  of  Maxmilian, 
he  told  of  Diaz,  a Mexican  ruler, 
who  instituted  a system  of  educa- 
tion designed  to  raise  the  standard 
of  , education  among  the  people  to  a 
high  level.  However,'  in  reality  this 
opportunity  was  extended  to  only  a 
small  minority.  In  order  to  initiate 
this  education  program,  Diaz  built 
an  opera  house  costing  $125,000,000, 
but  did  very  little  to  promote  the 
culture  education  of  tne,  lower  class- 
es. 

Peon  System 

During  the  reign  of  Diaz  the 
peon  system  was  very  much  in 
vogue,  according  to  President  Har^ 
ris.  Landed  estate  people  dominated 
the  country  and  their  workers  were 
peons.  Under  the  peonage  system  if 
a worker  owed  the  owner  of  an 
estate  on  which  he  worked  money, 
he  became  the  peon  of  the  owner 
until  he  got  it  paid.  The  peon  usual- 
ly never  got  this  debt  paid.  The  rev- 
olution which  overthrew  Diaz  was 
a revolt  against  this  system. 

“The  government  which  is  in 
power  at  the  present  time  is  very 
much  at  the  left-wing,  very  socia- 
listic in  tendencies,  and  antagonistic 
to  Catholicism.  The  reactionary  step 
of  the  Catholic  church  is  to  issue 
an  edict  that  no  one  belonging  to 
the  chi^rch  may  attend  socialistic 
schools.  Of  course  this  has  widened 
the  breech  between  the  church  and 
state  and  they  stand  at  present  as 
antagonistic  foes,”  Dr.  Harris  con- 
cluded.

For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Olympic  games  basketball 
wil  be  introduced,  but  American 
teams  will  have  little  to  worry 
about.  Why  the  Germans  know  so 
little  about  the  game  that  they  have 
constructed  a gravel  field  with  a 
cement  retaining  wall  where  the 
championship  contests  will  be  play- 
ed.
